TO HIS EXCELLENCY THE EARL OF CARLISLE, K.G., 

LORD LIEUTENANT-GENERAL AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OF IRELAND. 

Queen’s University, Dublin Castle, 
September 1, 1860. 

May it please your Excellency, 

In the absence of the Earl of Clarendon, Chancellor of the 
Queen’s University in Ireland, it becomes my duty as Vice-Chan- 
cellor, in compliance with the provisions of Her Majesty’s Charter, 
to furnish to your Excellency the Report of the Condition and 
Progress of the University since the 1st of September, 1859, 

In accordance with the Ordinance of the 31st of January, 1859 
(as printed in the third Appendix to last year’s Report), the General 
Examinations of that year commenced on the 27th of September, 
and terminated on the 10th of October. Examinations in the 
Faculty of Medicine had also been held in the previous June. 

The papers which were used at the various Examinations have since 
been printed in the Queen’s University Calendar for 1860. 

At the close of the Examinations, at which 71 Candidates pre- App. II. 
sented themselves, those named in the accompanying lists were 
duly passed by the Examiners for the degrees, diplomas, and 
honors attached to their respective names, which were accordingly 
conferred at a public meeting of the University held in St. Patrick’s 
Hall, Dublin Castle, on the 14th of October last. 

Your Excellency was graciously pleased to honour this meeting App. I. 
with your presence. An account of the proceedings on the occa- 
sion will he found appended to this Report. 

An Ordinance, which received your Excellency’s assent on the 
11th of February last, has provided for the establishment of Middle 
Class Examinations in Ireland, under the direction of the Senate

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of the Queen’s University, analogous to those which have been of 
late years held in England by the Universities of Oxford and Cam- 
bridge. It has also established a diploma for a two years’ curricu- 
lum in Arts to be pursued in the Colleges of the University, and 
amended the Regulations prescribing the curriculum for the de- 
App. III. grees of B.A. and M.A. A copy of this Ordinance will be found 
App. IV. in the Appendix, together with a copy of the Regulations for the 
first of the Middle Class Examinations, which it is proposed shall 
be held in June, 1861.

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Public Meeting of the Queen’s University in Ireland, held in Pubik 
St. Patrick’s Hall, Dublin Castle, on the 14th October, 1859. Meet '" s - 

After the close of the examinations of the year 1859, a pnhlic meeting of the 
Queen’s University was held in St. Patrick’s Hall, Dublin Castle, on the 14th 
of October, 1859, for conferring degrees and diplomas. . 

A large number of distinguished persons having taken their places m the 
Examination Hall, the Vice-Chancellor and Senate of the University, the Pro- 
fessors and Examiners, and the candidates, entered it in procession. 

The Vice-Chancellor, attended by the Secretary, proceeded to the entrance 
of the hall, and conducted his Excellency the Lord Lieutenant to the chair set 

aI> The Vice-Chancellor then opened the meeting in the following speech:— 

In the absence of our Chancellor, the Earl of Clarendon it is my duty to 
confer upon the successful candidates from the Queen's Colleges of Belfast, 

Cork, and Galway, the degrees and diplomas of this University. His Excellency 
the Lord Lieutenant has graciously assented to my request that he would distri- 
bute to those who have been most distinguished iu the recent examinations the 
medals and honors to which they have been declared entitled. I or our most 
important degree, that of Medicine, thirteen candidates have passed the exami- 
nations of this year out of sixteen who presented themselves. One gentleman 
has sought and obtained our degree of Doctor of Laws ; six have been successful 
in the examination for that of Master of Arts ; and one Master of Arts of Trinity 
College, Dublin, lias obtained the pel-mission of the Senate to take the same 
degree in this University. Two candidates have been declared qualified to 
obtain the degree of Bachelor of Laws, and sixteen that of Bachelor of ^ts. 

Seven students have succeeded in the examination for -the diploma of Engineer- 
ing and one in that for the diploma of Agriculture. Orn -first .medical examina- 
tions have been successfully passed by twelve students. I feel some disappoint- 
ment in observing that a larger proportionate number of c^didates than usiml 
have been unsuccessful in this year-thirteen having so failed out ol seventy- 
one who presented themselves before the Examiners I trust that at our next 
annual meeting the greater number, if not_ all, of those gentlemen, •will be 
declared entitled to the distinctions which, for the present, they have failed to 
attain. The numbers of this year have, as I am informed, been seriously dimm- 
&£ by circumstances which I had not calculated on as m any way hie y to 
disturb the studies of our Colleges ; but the religious excitement in the North of 
Ireland which lias attracted of late so much public attertion, appears to have 
had an unexpected influence in withdrawing some of the Belfast students eithei 
altogether from their ordinary studies, or for a time, at least, fiom that degiee 
of attention to them which was requisite in order to their being qualified as 
candidates on the present occasion. I am informed on competent authority 
St if Ihfs interruption of their collegiate pursuits had not occurred the number 
of Students who might have been expected to come forward to seek their Um- 
verritv deAees wot3d have considerably exceeded those of any former academic 
veaf Whatevermay be the future course of this movement, or its other results 
^Tbout which it is not within my province to pronounce an opinion from tins 
i * riipfhpr it is to nass away as a transitory burst of passionate feeling, or 
to^hbridelSothe sober earnestness of sincere belief and awakened commence, 

T must odl here express the hope that it will not m any more semous degree 
disturb the progress Of general and useful, education. Of the candidates who 
examinations, twenty-one have been further successful 
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Appendix to Report on the Condition and Progress 

in the competition for our medals and honors — some in two or three distinct 
subjects; and of some of this distinguished portion of our classes very special 
commendation has been made to us by the Examiners. I am happy to record 
that on this occasion, for the first time, we have been enabled to award an honor 
for special proficiency in Sanscrit — a language of so much interest, and, to those 
who may seek admission to the East Indian sendee, of so great importance. 

No important topics, whether for congratulation or remark, occur on the 
present occasion as regards the existing condition of our Colleges and University, 
that have not already been touched upon in the observations which I have 
ventured to address to those assembled here on similar annual ceremonials. I 
have in those addresses endeavoured to point attention to the degrees, diplomas, 
and honors which we have instituted; to the courses of study we require to be 
pursued in the Queen’s Colleges by the candidates for those distinctions ; to the 
excellence of the staff of Professors ; and of all the means and appliances pro- 
vided in each of those institutions for the instruction of youth in every branch 
of science and secular knowledge, whether merely literary or technically profes- 
sional. I have observed upon ail the arrangements of that peculiar organization 
of the Colleges, which, leaving them free to all classes and to all sects, is calcu- 
lated to afford to the students, their parents and friends, effective guarantees for 
adequate moral supervision in the place of that domestic care, which, for the 
term of their sojourn in the collegiate towns, must in many instances cease to 
operate upon our youthful pupils ; and to secure the means of their seeking that 
separate religious instruction which the Colleges do not profess directly to impart. 
I have congratulated those institutions and the University on the gradually, 
though still too slowly, increasing numbers of their students, and the success of 
those who have come as candidates to our halls ; still more on that of those who 
have found in the competitive examinations for public offices a road to independ- 
ence and to high position in the service of the State, I have endeavoured, finally, 
to vindicate the title of this University to that important name on the highest 
grounds, and on none more confidently than oh the universality of its acceptance 
of students of all denominations, sharing in that distinguishing feature with the 
Colleges of which it is the head, and presenting with them one combined institute, 
based on the first principles of toleration and justice, and seeking to carry out, 
for the benefit of a land too long distracted by party rancour and party dissen- 
sions, the truly national remedy of united education. On all these subjects I 
have the satisfaction of still being able to speak to this assembly in equal terms 
of commendation, and in an abiding spirit of assurance. I enjoy once more the 
privilege of travelling with you over the same sure ground. The University 
continues to confer those degrees and diplomas which, on its first institution, 
were marked out as among the proper objects of its attention and care ; and, 
except in the class of Engineering, the courses of studies to be pursued by the 
College candidates who seek those distinctions remain the same as at our last 
annual meeting. For that class a new ordinance is in preparation, recommended 
by a committee of the Senate well acquainted with the subject, and which, I 
hope, will soon receive the approving sanction of the Lord Lieutenant. It will 
prescribe a three years’ course of study for our diploma in Engineering, in place 
of that of two years, which has been heretofore required; and I believe that in 
the nature and progressive sequence of the various branches of scientific and 
professional study therein laid down, very adequate means of preparation for 
future practice will be secured to the advancing pupils in that most important 
and useful pursuit. The honors we confer are necessarily almost as numerous 
as the subjects of study in which each candidate for our general distinctions is 
expected to be qualified ; they are high tests of the abilities and knowledge of 
those who obtain them, and, we believe, add much in public regard to the 
academic rank of the successful competitors. 

In the Queen’s Colleges the Professors in the several faculties pursue that 
course of diligent attention to their respective duties, for which, as much as for 
their eminent qualifications, and their high positions in the ranks of literature 
and science, they have been so long distinguished. As regards one class of them, 
those connected with the faculty of Medicine in each College, and as regards 
also the means and appliances therein respectively provided for the study of 
every branch of knowledge necessary to the physician and the surgeon, I most 
gladly avail myself of the language of an eminent member of the Loyal College 
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of Surgeons in Ireland, in some observations recently published on questions 
™ ch have arisen between that body, the Board of Trinity College, and the 
University, but to which I do not wish on this occasion further to allude, except 
that, as enhancing their value for the purpose for which I refer to the publication, 
remark that those observations are written, primarily at least, in support 
or the interests of the College of Surgeons. The writer speaks of the Queen’s 
University, or rather of the Queen’s Colleges collectively under that designation, 
as rejoicing in all its departments in the possession of Professors of European 
fame every subject and branch illustrated by the most complete and expensive 
museums, apparatus, and appliances that money can procure (and here,” he says, 
“ be it remembered that— a not very incompetent judge — I speak from personal 
inspection) ; in fact, nothing being left undone that a highly educated and 
accomplished staff" of Professors, a first-rate curriculum, and every appliance 
that money can procure or modern science suggest to advance the position of 
students educated within its precincts.” Language such as this admits of no 
further eulogy. I recognise its truth, and freely adopt it. 

In the course of last year were held the triennial visitations of the Queen’s 
Colleges, and, as well in regard to internal discipline as to the attention and 
diligence of the. students, and their general personal conduct, the Visitors re- 
ceived from the respective Presidents and other proper authorities the most 
gratifying assurances. ^ Of the numbers of the collegiate students 1 can speak in 
terms at least as satisfactory as those I was enabled to use at our meeting in 
] S58 — more especially as regards that very important element of consideration, 
the admixture of members of all religious denominations: 139 new students 
were matriculated in tbe three Colleges in the session commencing in the winter 
of 1858, and fifty-seven non-matrieulated students then first joined their appro- 
priate classes, making a total addition of 196. Of these, seventy-one are mem- 
bers of the Established Church ; fifty-three are of the Pom an Catholic faith ; 
fifty-three belonging to tlie General Assembly of Presbyterians ; the remaining 
nineteen being classed under various denominations of Dissenters, including the 
Society of Friends. I have already alluded to the number who have attended 
in this ball in the current year as candidates for degrees and diplomas — a number 
nearly equal to that of the highest preceding year. 

Again has the success of some of our students in competitive examinations for 
the public service rewarded their exertions, and reflected honour on the Queen’s 
Colleges, from which they have proceeded. In the last examination of candi- 
dates l'or appointments in the Civil Service in India, held in August, the second 
place among forty who were successful was obtained by Mr. J. W. Mulligan, a 
student of the Queen’s College of Belfast, and Messrs. John Wilson, also of 
Belfast College, and Thomas Taylor Allen, from that of Cork, obtained distin- 
guished places. And I will not, I trust, be considered travelling out of the fair 
line of observation proper to this place, and to the subject, when I remark that 
it must be very gratifying to our patriotic feelings to be able to say that, if Mr. 
Mulligan was not the first in that honourable band, ho was only not so because 
a student of our more ancient Irish University was there to take the highest 
prize. 

In their general constitution and their public character, the Colleges still, 
happily, remain the same as when they were first founded by her most gracious 
Majesty, in accordance with the opinion of Parliament, as expressed in the 
Statute of 1 845 — “ For the better advancement of learning among all classes of 
her Majesty’s subjects in Ireland.” In the spirit of that great declaration they 
are open to students of all denominations, and students of all denominations 
frequent their halls. This University still partakes of the same spirit, and is still 
in the same sense truly universal. Some things remain to be done, which are 
requisite still further to advance in Ireland that learning which it is their 
province to teach — some measures essential to their full and perfect expansion 
— but they are measures of construction and addition, not of separation and 
destruction. 

The progress of middle-class education has not yet advanced to the stage 
which it is essential it should reach, in order to the complete development of the 
working powers and capabilities of the Queen’s Colleges. Much was hoped for 
from tlie investigation of the Commissioners of Endowed Schools in Ireland. 
Much lias possibly yet to be done to render those investigations, and the valuable 
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Report of the Commissioners, of some public service, though, perhaps, in a far 
less degree than, in its origin, that inquiry was expected to effect. The Colleges 
still want that extended assistance of school preparation which would enable 
many to seek a collegiate education, and to profit largely by it, who are now' 
debarred from approach to their halls. It is not my design, nor would this be 
the appropriate place, to enter more fully into the questions which have arisen 
in connexion with this great subject of intermediate education. I will only, 
from this place, express my earnest hope that, in the consideration of it, the 
wisdom of the statesman and the decisions of the Legislature will continue to be 
guided by the same principles of justice, liberality, and tolerance which have 
hitherto prevailed in the institution of the Queen’s Colleges and of this Univer- 
sity, and still more widely, through the length and breadth of our land, in the 
establishment, support, and government of the system of united national educa- 
tion. I allude to that system here for another purpose. A new source of aid 
to our Colleges has been suggested by some as capable of being supplied by the 
introduction of classical teaching in the National schools, more especially in the 
higher classes of those schools under the immediate management of the Commis- 
sioners. For my own part, I have long thought that such learning might well 
be incorporated with the teaching of those schools, or, at all events, with the 
training education of the teachers. To others, whose duty it has also been to 
consider the subject, this has not seemed to be so desirable. The more wide- 
spread elementary education of the poor has appeared to them to be the para- 
mount object of that trust with which the Commissioners are invested, and the 
introduction of classical teaching to be beyond their province, or, at least, to 
require some special sanction of Parliament. Others doubt the expediency of 
the change on different grounds. It has not yet been adopted ; and I only go 
so far into detail upon the subject for the purpose of disabusing the public mind 
of the impression, if by any it has been seriously entertained, that classical 
teaching lias not been introduced from any spirit of antagonism to the Queen’s 
Colleges. I can safely affirm that no such feeling prevails. These are all kindred 
institutions, working to the same end — the general advancement of knowledge 
in Ireland — a knowledge, however, suited in its degrees to the respective classes 
for the supply of whose educational wants they have been severally appointed 
and designed, while each is bound, and is, I believe, most willing, to assist and 
advance the other in all the ways that may be open through the agency of their 
distinctive ministrations. 

Should the improvements be effected in middle-class education to which I have 
thus alluded, I have no doubt that the Queen’s Colleges will largely partake in 
the advancing movement, and manifest to the public an increasing usefulness, 
and a more marked success than from various causes, but chiefly from the defi- 
ciencies of school teaching in then’ respective provinces, they have as yet been 
able to attain. Such measures will, as I have said, be measures of construction 
and addition, not of separation and destruction. They will strengthen and 
improve those institutions in which you, my young friends, who have come from 
the lecture-rooms of your Colleges, to assume this day the degrees and diplomas 
of the Queen’s University, have hitherto pursued your honourable studies. 

Other measures may be suggested — others have been demanded. Far be it 
from me to question the sincerity of any man’s opinion who may think that in 
those measures a better course of strictly religious education may possibly be 
found; but if schools and colleges are to be rigidly based on theological distinc- 
tions, they must necessarily he separate in all things and for all sects — for every 
division of religious opinion which may have its votaries in every region of the 
empire. In the spirit of peace, in the conviction that National education never 
ought to be so mixed up with the conflict of creeds or the exclusive teaching of 
opposing forms, of belief, speaking for myself, and, I would hope, for you also, I 
deprecate the introduction of measures such as these. And, thus impressed, I 
congratulate you, my young friends, not merely on the success you have obtained 
in the completion of your academic career, and the honors about to be bestowed 
upon you, but on the all-important fact that your preparation for the business 
of the world, in which you will meet and associate with men of all classes and of 
all pers uasions, has commenced and been matured in Colleges founded on and 
pervaded by those principles of justice, liberality, and toleration, which I have 
referred to as characterizing the foundations to which your talents and success 
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heave given illustration and honour. While pursuing your various studies, and Appendix. 
assembled in your lecture-rooms and halls, you have learned that still greater ~z 
lesson ol mutual forbearance, mutual respect for variance of religious opinion, p u ^j c ‘ 
■which caii only bo attained by early association in general pursuits. Meeting. 

Regarding man as your brother, whatever may be his mode of faith, you will 
oyer rejoice in that high acquisition ; and I confidently trust that, with me, you 
will look upon the perfect maintenance of such institutions, such national provi- 
sions for the education of the people of Ireland, as among the highest duties 
of the State, and the most solemn obligations of the Legislature. You will feel 
with me that to change our system into separate arrangements, even if, in the 
circumstances of this country, such change were possible, — to sever the chain 
which now unites them and those who profit by their teaching in one common 
bond of harmony and union, and reduce it to separate links devoid of all con- 
nexion or adhesion, — to convert our colleges and schools, from seminaries of 
peaceful toleration and united secular learning, into divided places of denomina- 
tional teaching and of theological contention, will be to bring again into active 
energy all the elements of dissension, intolerance, and party rancour which it has 
been the labour of the statesmen and Governments of more than thirty years to 
soften, to control, and to destroy. 

The candidates were then called up in order, and the Y ice- Chan-cello n 
conferred upon each the degree or diploma which had been conferred by the 
►Senate. 

His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant was graciously pleased to distribute to 
those to whom prizes had been awarded the distinctions which they had won. 

The Vice-Chancellor then addressed his Excellency as follows : — 

It now only remains to me, on behalf of the Seuate of the Queen’s University, 
the professors and officers of the Queen’s Colleges, the students this day assem- 
bled here, and the more numerous classes which still continue their collegiate 
studies, to return our thanks to your Excellency, not alone for the honour you 
have conferred upon us by your assistance at this meeting, but for the uniform 
interest you have always displayed in the progress and well-being of the Colleges 
and this University. It has already, on three or four occasions, been our fortu- 
nate privilege to be thus honoured by your attendance at our. annual meetings, 
while filling the office of her Majesty's representative. On this, the fourth, and 
at the present time, we feel that it is of no small advantage to have once more 
■thus associated with us, if I may venture on the expression, in the person of the 
Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, the early, long tried, consistent friend and advocate 
■of civil and religious liberty — the supporter of every institution founded for the 
improvement of our country, and the amelioration of the condition of our people, 
physically and intellectually. It is a presence to us full of encouragement and 

hope it justifies the past — it graces the present — it heralds the future ; and. in 

that future we have an abiding confidence that our progress will advance with 
the advancing prosperity of the country, and will continue to receive, as we 
think it lias hitherto done, the approval and good wishes of all who, like your 
Excellency, manifest their attachment to the great National principles of united 
education. 

The business of the meeting having been brought to a close, his Excellency 
the Lord Lieutenant rose and said : — 

Vice-Chancellor and Gentlemen, — I rise with your permission to return a few 
words of thanks for the honour you have so courteously awarded me. The ~v icc- 
Chancellor of the Queen’s University has laid before this assembly, with Ins 
usual clearness and precision, all that pertains to the present, circumstances and 
actual condition of the institution in which he holds so eminent a post. Into 
that branch of the subject accordingly, I may congratulate both the meeting 
and myself that I am not required to follow him. In meeting once more, on tins 
well-remembered spot, this annual congress of the Queen’s Colleges m Ireland, 
after a very short break of continuity, during which all will gratefully acknow- 
ledge your academic institution reposed under no unfavourable or unmendiy 
auspices in this island ; it is certainly very gratifying that I should learn from so 
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Appendix, authentic a source that nothing lias occurred of retrograde or unfavourable 
” jr~ character, but that the intervening period has been marked by features of dis- 

Publid* tinction and hopefulness. I infer, indeed, from what has been stated on this 

Meeting. occasion, and what has reached me, that there are two causes, one of a more 

local, and it may be transient, the other of a more general and inherent cha- 
racter, which may be considered to have operated against a fuller attendance of 
competitors for the prizes and honors which it has been my pleasing duty to 
award to the successful candidates. 

The general cause to which I refer has been fully pointed out by the Vice- 
Chancellor — the absence of a sufficient number of intermediate or middle-class 
schools, to act as feeders or tributaries to the respective Colleges. This want is 
both recognised and appreciated by the Government, and it now occupies their 
serious attention. It is not, however, without difficulties both intrinsic and 
imported. . The more local and, as yet at least, partial cause, is one which I 
mention neither with a view on this occasion to the expression of praise or blame, 
of sympathy or misgiving, but as a matter of positive fact. We have been cre- 
dibly assured that several young men, who would otherwise have been here from 
the College at Belfast, as competitors for our honors and degrees, have been 
diverted from their purpose by the engrossing interest excited by what is gene- 
rally termed the Revival in the North of Ireland. This is an incident worthy of 
being considered with that cautious and reverent watchfulness which is eminently 
due to the whole subject. If, however, there should appear to be temporary 
deficiency in the number of candidates for degrees, I am happy to find that there 
has been an increase in the total number of students in actual attendance on their 
collegiate studies, amounting, I believe, at present, to very few short of 500 ; 
and I apprehend that nothing can be more satisfactory than the quality of the 
instruction imparted. The high and deserved eminence of the respective pro- 
fessors, the elevated standard of the examinations as conducted in this place, 
and the practical results exhibited at the competitive ordeals now established in 
the country for employment in the civil and, more expressly, the Indian service, 
combine to place the Queen’s University on the most unassailable foundation in 
these respects. 

I learn, also, with increasing pleasure, that the proportion of different religious 
communions among the students at the Colleges continues to be what might be 
expected and wished. The Vice-Chancellor has himself entered upon the general 
and. most important considerations connected with this topic. Thoroughly un- 
willing as I should be to introduce into these precincts, usually set apart to social 
festivity, at this moment to the furtherance of polite, useful, and liberal learning, 
any subject or any syllable that could tend to excite dissension or promote dis- 
cord, yet there are periods when a frank avowal of opinion is due from any seat 
of authority or centre of influence. I do, then, continue to think it most desir- 
able that in our great Imperial community, where its citizens are to play united 
parts, and discharge united functions— to 'live, in short, an united life— the pre- 
paration for it should be laid and learned in au united education. Such, surely, 
should be the case with respect to the trades and professions which are to build 
up. and perpetuate our united wealth — to the sciences which are to mould our 
united wisdom to the arts which are to constitute our united enjoyment. I 
feel profoundly, at the same time, that all that we gather under the name of 
religion is of so paramount, so subtle, so ethereal a nature, that it may properly 
require to be imparled as something at once superior and separate, which may 
repel all interference foreign to. itself, and be communicated by no organs and 
ministrations . but those exclusively and distinctly its own. "While I, therefore, 
cannot but wish that the education which is general and mainly secular should 
be united, I as readily admit that what is expressly religious and mainly spiritual 
should be separate. I will yield to none in respectful deference to the clergy of 
our respective communions in their appropriate spheres ; but, assuredly, to none 
whatever of them can I ever either in a public or private capacity — concede 
the right of denying to the laity, of which I am myself a member, the full power 
of acting upon tlie decisions of then* own conscience, and of regulating the 
education of their own children. 

I have never closed the observations I have been called upon to make on these 
occasions, without specially addressing a few short words to the young persons I 
see before ihe. Vou are the main actors and principal objects in the proceed-! 
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ings which will here terminate. As to all the elders here assembled— myself Amnia. 

amongst the number-we must feel that the pursuits in which we are severally 

engaged, and the cares which occupy us, are mainly carried on in behalf of the „ ,,. L 
generation which is to follow us. Your presence here witnesses that your careers 52,L. 
hitherto have attained a certain amount of success; let your subsequent careers ' 

exhibit a diligent pursuit of excellence in your several spheres of action, an 
honest desire to apply your own faculties and opportunities to the benefit of 
your fellow men, a pervading consecration of your lives to the God who gave 
them. We introduce you into a splendid arena— the service of a great and 
noble country ; may you live to see it., may you contribute to make it yet greater, 
nobler, worthier than you found it. 

The proceedings then terminated.
